1. PORTUGUESE PONMIN SOARES ARRIVED LUSAKA 0600 LOCAL 
JUNE 5 POR TALKS WITH PRELIMO CHIEP SAMORA MACHEL. MEETINGS 
BEGAN WITH PUBLIC SESSION AND OPENING REMARKS BY PRESIDENT 
KAUNDA AT 1500 JUNE 5 ALTER BRIEP NOON COURTESY CALL BY 
SOARES AT STATE HOUSE. MACHEL ALREADY IN LUSAKA (REP A) 

2. MOPA UNDER SECRETARY MANDA TOLD EMBOFP JUNE 4 SOARES-FRELIMO 
TALKS WOULD BE PRIVATE, VERY LOW-KEY APPAIR INVOLVING ON 

GRZ SIDE ONLY "A PEW PEOPLE AT STATE HOUSE." (COMMENT: 

PRESUMABLY KAUNDA, FONMIN MWAANGA, MARK CHONA, MOFA 
PERMSEC MASANINGA AND CHONA AIDE PETER KASANDA WHO HAVE 
BEEN THE IN GROUP ON ARRANGEMENTS PROM THE START - REP B) 

SAID GRZ EXPECTED INITIAL SESSIONS WOULD BE EXPLORATORY 
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IN RESPONSE QUESTION, MANDA STATED NO RPT NO PARTICIPATION 
BY DIPLOMATIC CORPS PROJECTED, BUT ASKED WHETHER AMBASSADOR 
WILLING SEE EITHER SOARES OR MACHEL. EMBOFF REPLIED AMBASSADOR 
WOULD HAVE TO ANSWER, BUT EMBASSY NOT RPT NOT SEEKING MEETING. 

3. MANDA SAID BOTH SOARES AND MACHEL CONSIDERED HONORED 
GUESTS. ASKED IF THIS MEANT GRZ READY RECOGNIZE PORTUGAL, 

HE REPLIED PLEASANTLY, "CERTAINLY, IF IT APPEARS 
PORTUGUESE HAVE COME BRINGING PEACE AND DEMOCRACY." NOTED 
RECOGNITION AND EUTURE ZAMBIA-PORTUGUESE RELATIONS OBVIOUSLY 
DEPENDENT ON PROGRESS OF TALKS WITH LIBERATION GROUPS. SAID 
GRZ DELIGTHED WITH EVENTS WHICH OFFERED PROSPECT MUCH GREATER 
PEACE AND SECURITY ON ZAMBIA'S BORDERS. 

4. MANDA ASKED WHAT WAS US ATTITUDE TOWARD TALKS? EMBOFE 
REPLIED US PLEASED BY DEVELOPMENTS, OBSERVING EVOLUTION OF 
TALKS, HOPEFUL FOR STABILITY IN AREA, BUT PLAYING NO RPT NO 
DIRECT ROLE IN EVENTS. MANDA CLOSED WITH COMMENT GRZ HOPED 
US COMPANIES WOULD NOT RPT NOT TRY TO INTERFERE WITH HOPEFUL 
PROSPECTS, ESPECIALLY IN ANGOLA. EMBOEF REPLIED SUCH 
INVOLVED SEEMED EXTREMELY UNLIKELY. 

5. IN OTHER DISCUSSIONS, ANGOLAN LIBERATION GROUPS HERE 
INFORMED EMBOEF THERE CURRENTLY NO RPT NO PLANS FOR 
THEM TO MEET SOARES. COREMO REP SAID SAME THING, WHICH 
SOARES CONEIRMED IN ARRIVAL PRESS CONEERENCE (SEPTEL). 

SOARES SAID HE WOULD MEET WITH COREMO AND ALL OTHER 
GROUPS LATER, BUT NOT IN CONTEXT LUSAKA TALKS. 

6. COMMENT: ZAMBIAN OPTIMISM UNDERSTANDABLE BECAUSE BOTH 
SIDES ACCEPTED LONGSTANDING KAUNDA OEFER OE ZAMBIAN GOOD 
OFEICES EOR SETTLEMENT OF DISCUSSIONS. ZAMBIA HAS MUCH TO 
GAIN FROM STABLE EVOLUTION PORTUGUESE AERICAN 
TERRITORIES INCLUDING RELAXATION OF TENSIONS ALONG 
SIGNIFICANT PORTION ITS SOUTHERN AND WESTERN FRONTIERS, 
IMPROVEMENT OF ZAMBIAN POSITION IN CONFRONTATION WITH 
RHODESIA AND FIRMER POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC BASE EOR 
CONTINUED USE OF ANGOLA/MOZAMBIQUE TRANSPORT ROUTES. KAUNDA 
REMARKS AT OPENING SESSION BEING TRANSMITTED AS PART USIS 
BACKGROUNDER ON DAY'S EVENTS, INCLUDING SOARES ARRIVAL. 
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
